COAL CLIMBS: 
OUT OF REACK 
OF THE PEOPLE 


Situation in New York is Such 
as lo Cause a Shiver- 
ing Spell 


PRICE OF SOFT COAL 
LEAPS 10 $8 A TON 


Three Times as Much as Before Strike 
Was Begun—Anthracite at $15 
and None To Be Had. 

Price of Wood Fol- 
lows Coal. 


New York, September 26.—The coal 
Shortage reached an acute stage today. 
The price of soft coal] jumped to $8 a 
ton, $2.50 more than the price Wednes- 
day and three times as much as before 
the strike begun. The quoted price of 
hard coal was $15, but it was merely 
nominal, as there was absolutely none to 
be had at any price. 

The price of wood followed coal. Kin- 
dling wood, selling a few days ago at $10 
a cord, today brought $12. Practically a 
complete fuel famine exists, 

Consumers throughout the city have 
postponed laying in a sypply of coal, be- 
lieving that the ‘strike would be settled 
and prices fall. Dealers assert that the 
supply of anthracite in the city is not 10 
per cent of the demand and that the 
present supply of soft coal] is hardly 2% 
per cent of the demand. 

The park department is seriously em- 
barrassed. Ten days ago contracts were 
advertised for ang today only one bid 
Was found, and that was for 200,000 tong 
of pea coal at $8.75 per ton, which was 
quickly accepted. 

A conference of representatives of the 
principal charitable organizations of the 
city will be held within a few days to 
decide the fuel problem. 

Many of the organizations made con. 
tracts for coal, but as these contain a 
strike clause no supplies will be forth- 
coniing. In former seasons the society 
for relieving the condition of the poor, 
tha united Hebrew charities and the St. 
Vincent DePau] Svuciety have distributed 
about 2,000 tons of coal each, a total of 
eix thousand. The charitable workers es- 
timate that they may nave to provide 
ten or twenty times the amount of coal 
they have given away in former winters. 

Two steamers with a tota! carrying ca- 
pacity of about 7,000 tons have been char- 
tered for the purpose of carrying cargoes 
of Welsh anthracite coal from Swansea 
to the United States. 

Prices of Welsh anthracite are reported 
to range from $6 to $8 per ton, free on 
board at Swansea. 

Mitchell on the strike. 

Philadelphia, September 26.—President 
John Mitchell, of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, took up at length the 
charges of lawlessness on the part of 
the miners in a speech at the Third regi- 
ment armory tonight under the auspices 
of the South Philadelphia Business Men's 
League. He made the counter cnarge 
that the operators are guilty of lawless- 
ness in the employment of professional 
cfiminals as coal and iron policemen. Mr. 
Mitchell came here at the invitation of 
the league to address its meeting. He 
received about $700, which had been con- 
tributed by various organizations for the

Into Body of Wife Near 
Upatoie, 


HE FLEES FROM FATHER 
BUT IS CHASED AND SHOT 


Murphy Fushes the Murderer Into a 
Wire Fence, Wrenciaes Away 
His Pistol and Then Puts 
Three Bullets Into 

Him. 


Upatoie, Ga., September 26.—(Special.)— 
Arthur Comer shot and killed his wife 
and was then shot to death by the wo- 
man’s father with the same pistol near 
here late yesterday afternoon. 

Comer had been separated from his wife 
for two months, it is reported, on account 
of ill treatment. He came to Joe Mur- 
phey’s, father of Mrs. Comer, and tried 
to induce Mrs. Comer to come.back and 
live with him. This she declined to do. 
He then opened fire at her, shooting her 
with a pistol five times, one shot enter- 
ing her head and four her body, killing 
her instantly. 

Murphey, who is a farmer, was loading 
a wagon with cotton near the house and 
heard the shooting. He went to the house 
to see what the trouble was and finding 
that his daughter had teen murdered, he 
started in pursuit of ‘Comer unarmed. 
Comer fled when he saw Murphey com- 
ing, but ran into a wire fence. Murphey 
caught him and took his pisto! frem him 
and shot him three times, killing him on 
the spot. 

The couple had been married about two 
years and leave an eleven-months'-old 
baby. Mrs. Comer’s remains were in- 
terred at the family graveyard, near 
here, today. 

Murphey has not been arrested, but will 


surrender to the officers of the law. in. 


the morning. as he wanted to be at his 
daughter’s fwneral this afternoon.

GIANT MERCER

OF THE SOUTE 


Project To Combine the Cot- 
fon Factories Is Finally 
Consummated 


ABOUT $25,000,000 
INVOLVED IN THE DEAL 


Executive Officers of the Holding 
Company Will Be Southern Mill 
Men—No List of Mills Ac- 
quired Has Been 
Given Out. 


Philadelphia, September 26.—(Special.)— 
The -project to consolidate 60 per cent of 
the spinning and weaving mills in the 
south under the control of a holding cor- 
poration has finally materialized and the 
announcement is made by one of the man- 
agers of the enterprise tnat the Fries 
plan had been adopted by enough south- 
ern mills to guarantee the success of the 
proposition. The cash capital involved in 
the enterprise now amounts to $25,000,000. 


‘This will be increased as fast as additional 


mills come into the cumbination. 

Nearly all the largest and most im- 
portant of the modern spinning and weav- 
ing mills in the south are interested In 
the project and those that have not _al- 
ready signed options will do so as soon 
as the stockholders of the several com- 
panies can be brought together to ratify 
agreements already made by accredited 
representatives, 


The directory of the new company will | 


include several Philadelphia men. The 
mill owners themselves, however, will 
control the holdings corporation § un- 
der the operation of the Fries plan. 
which gives them a majority vdice in the 
directory, as-well/ as all the bonda and 
preferred stock issued by the holding cor- 
portation. 

Philadelphians directly concerned in fhe 
enterprise confirmed the well authenti- 
cated reports received from the south as 
to the adoption of the Fries plan, but they 
declined to give out a Hist of the mills 
actually acquired. They stated that the 
control of the proposed holdings corpor- 


ation would be Vested in representative | 


mill men of the south. The executive of- 


ficers of the holding company will also be: 


southern mill men. 

The directory of the new company will 
include several Philadelphia men, who 
are prominently identified with the cotton 
trade, as well as a number of cotton men 
actively engaged in the trade in New 
York, Boston and the New England mar- 
Ket. 

The financial institwtions directly con- 
cerned in the enterprise will also have 
representatives on the board of directors 

All the men directly in charge of the 
mills will be representative mill people of 
the south. :

He ex- 
plains the deterioration ag follows: 

“In my opinion there are two principal 
causes for this state of affairs: 

‘First—Resentment of unaccustomed 
limitations and restrictions felt by men 
returning trom field service to the monot- 
Ony and routine work of garrison life; 
second, the abolition of the canteen feat- 
ure of the post exchange. Since this ac- 
tion was taken saloons of the lowest 
type have been established just outside ef 
the boundaries of the*vafious reserva- 
tions; their. proprietors tn almost every 
Case unprincipled scoundrels who leay?2 
nothing undone to debauch the soldiers 
and obtain their money. 

‘Being in all cases dtors the limits 


of any city the proprietors of these re- 
sorts are subject no municipal police reg- 
ulations and sell Nquor regardless of 
hours and whether buyer is already in- 
toxicated or not. Gambling is universal 
in these ‘dives,’ and they are frequented 
by dissolute women. The soldier whose 
desire for a drink would ordinarily be 
satisfied by a few glasses of beer in the 
canteen of the post exchange goes to one 
of these resorts and does well if he es- 
capes before he has spent or gambled 
away all his money, overstayed his leave 
or engaged in any altercation. As a rule 
the local authorities regard the exist- 
ence of these places with indifference or 
approval, as it causes the soldier to spend 
his money in the community. The ef- 
ficiency of the army or the ruin of a 
good sc! ules is nothing to them. 

“There c be no reasonable doubt that 
most of gehe trials by general courts 
martial and summery courts, at least so 
far aS this department js concerned, are 
directly traceable t» is cause. Sinc® 
I have had command here there has taken 
place the ruin and degradation of several 
non-commissioned officers of long service 
and fine record. In ghort, the recent leg- 
islation by congress on this question se 
far as this department is concerned, has 
had no effect *except to lower the dis- 
cipline of the army, ruin scores of good 
soldiers and fill the pockets of a lot of 
saloon keepers, gamblers and prosti- 
tutes.’’

From national or international] unions, 
for less than four thousand members, one 
delegate; 4,000 or more, two delegates, and 
an additional delegates for each four 
thousand members and from central bod- 
ies and state federations and from local 
unions not having national or interna- 
tional unions and from federal] labor 
unions one delegate.

MIMIC WAR AT FORT RILTY. 
“Blues” and “Browns” Take Part in 
the Game.

President ».Roéséveit’s' ebscess, which 
compelled him to abandon his western 
campaigning crusase, the open rebellion 
against - Bos Piatt in New York, and 
Speaker. Henderson’s cowardly retreat 
from the political battle field, has caused 
no end of trouble in the republican house- 
hold. It looks very much as though the 
dissensions in the republican camp might 
help to bring about the much desired 
rharmony in 4he democratic party. 

Some of the most._.conservative mem-

“That the republicans are not sincere 
in their pretended opposition to the trusts 
has been demonstrated all along and par- 
ticularly so for. the last four years, when 
they have been in absolute control of the 
president's office and both branches of 
congress. They made two efforts or pre- 
tenses against the trusts within the last 
six days of the first session of the fifty- 
sixth congress, and these two efforts 
were confined to the house of represen- 
tatives. (Nothing was ever even at- 
tempted to be done in the senate, where 
they were and are in control by a large 
majority. Their effort to pass a consti- 
tutional amendment was fully exposed at 
the time. Even some of thelr house léad- 
ers, like the Roman augurs of old, would 
laugh when they met each other over the 
game of deception that they were at- 
tempting to play. 

“The president has delivered many 
short lectures on evolution, the Mississfp- 
pi levees and good citizenship, and in 
praise of some little book and so on. He 
has interspersed these lectures with very 
strong denunciations of the trusts; but 


“has wound up all his speeches by saying 


that he had no remedy to propose, except 
some sort of publicity which at most 
could benefit only investors and gamblers 
in industrial stocks,’ and excent that 
throuzh some sort of a constitutional 
amendment the trusts must be controlled 
in some way or other. He owed it to the 
country to make some specific utterance 
and some particular recommendation, but 
had he done so, he could not have got- 
ten any considerable number of his party 
to have agreed with him upon any con- 
stitutional amendment looWing Mo the 
real control of frusts. and any feasible 
nlan for their suppression would have 
been met by strenuous opposition from 


trust magnates and other influential re- 


publicans. The president séeémsa to have 
‘known that glittering generalities would 
not alarm the trust millionaires. and his 
party leaders acauiesced in his utter- 
ances. knowing that thev were harmless 
and might result in helpine ort republi- 
ean congressmen tn close districts where 
the people demand a revision of the tariff 
for the henefit of taxpayers and con- 
sumeérs.”

president was progressing favorably. 

The inflammation around the wound is 
slowly subsiding. The president sat up 
on @ Jounge in his bed room and read 
the papers and attended to some execu- 
tive business, 

None of the members of the cabinet 
called this forenoon and no visitors were 
admitted to nis room. ‘I'he president is 
obeying strictly the injunctions of the 
physicians for absolute rest and qulet, 
aithough the inactivity is exceedingly irk- 
scme to him. 

The condition of President Roosevelt's 
irjured leg shows steady and satisfactory 
progress toward improvement. ‘There ts 
only a sight perceptibie change from 
day to day, as the healing process is 
naturalHy siow and tedicus. ‘The prési- 
dent spént the day very quietly, nis prin- 
cifal visitor being Secretary Moocy, who 
Fad some navy department matters to 
bring to his attention, Dr. Hixey called 
tor a short visit about 4 o'clock, dnd Dr. 
Lung, the president's regular physician, 
was with him for, a brief time during 
the evening. |

“By virtue of the authority contained 
in section 3604 of the revised statutes, no- 
tice is hereby given that this department 
will purchase any of the United States 
five per cent bonds of the loan of 1904, 
if presented for that purpose on or 
fore October 16 next, and will pay for 
them at the rate of 106 flat. Bonds may 
be presented at this department, division 
of loans and curréncy, Or at the office } 
of the assistant treasurer of the United 
States at New. York.’”’ 


Secretary Shaw also issued a circular 


carrying out his announcement of yester- | 


day regarding the prépayment of inter- 
est an. bonds of the Ynrited States. The 
circular says that. interest will be paid 
between November -1, 1962, and July 1, 
1903, with a rebate of two-tenths of one 
per cent a month on thé amount prepaid. 

Prepayment will begin October 1, 1902, 
and continue until November 30, 1902, 
but prepayment of interest on registered 
bonds of the loans of 1904, 1908 and 1902 
will not be made while the books of those 
loans are closed. 

Morgan Anticipates Dividends. 

New York, September 2.—J. P. Morgan 
& Company today notified the share- 
holders of the various companies and 
corporations for which they act as finan- 
cial agents that they would anticipate 
October interest and coupon payments 
next Monday and two days in advance of 
the required tifme. These payments, it 
is estimated, gill approximate $14,000,000. 
The action is taken to relieve existing fi- 
nancial conditions, 

The United States steel corporation an- 
nounced today that it would mail checks 
tomorrow for the quarterly dividend on Its 
common stcck due September 30, and that 
the checks would be payable September 
29. The sum of the quarterly dividend 
is $5,083,025 and that sum will be released 
to the money market. 

Berlin Watching. 

Berlin, September 26.—The New York 
money market is watched here with the 
closest attention. — 

Dr. Koch, presidént of the Reischbank, 
referred to the money situation in New 
York at the monthly sitting today of the 
central committee of the bank. He said 
the situation there was not exactly clear, 
but that wp to the spresent time it had 
not affectsd the German or other Buro- 
pean banks.

In the meanwhile, 
he continueg, notwithstanding the rise 
in the rate of discount on the open mar- 
ket, it is not yet possible to foresee how 
far a rise in the bank rate will bé neces- 
sary, more especially as more gold is cotm- 
ing in than going out, and that foreign 
rates of exchange are favorable. 

It is understood that German banks 
are still placing funds at the disposal of 
their New York agents, and the aggre- 
gate of these loans a week ago was es- 
timated by a representative of the 
Deutsch bank at $50,000,000 and the total 
of European money in Wall street at 
about $200,000,000. 

The Statist on Situation. 

London, September 27.—The Statist to- 
day discusses at length the much mooted 
subject of the monetary conditions -in 
the United States and suggests as a 
remedy for the money stringency that 
the American law requiring banks in 
certain cities to keep a feserve equal 
to 25 per cent of their depoosits should 
be amended so as to permit use of that 
reserve on condition that the banks pay 
a tax to the government of 5 per cent. 
The Statist argues that such a provisior 
would reassure the public and probably 
put a stop to extreme préssures. The 
paper refers to Germany as an exatnple 
of the succéss of 4 similar proposition. 
In that country the Imperial bank {s 
permitted to issue notes béyond § the 
amount otherwise authorized as long as 
it pays a duty of 5 per cent on thé ex- 
cess. 


CENSUS OF THE PHILIPPINES 


Order Providing for Work Signed by 
the President. 
Washington, September 2.—President 
Roosevelt has signed the order providing 
for the taking of 4 ¢ensus of the Phifip- 
pines in accordance with the terms of 
the Philippine act passed at the last ses- 
sion of congress and upon the certifi- 
cate of the Philippine commission that 
the insurrection has beén suppressed. The 
commission’s certificate excépts the: Lake 
Lanao district in Mindanao, where the 
Moros ‘are in arms, as not coming within 
the terms of the Philippine act, the 
Moros having, never taken part in the 

Philipoine insurrection proper. 

The order of ths preaident is dated 
September 25. It recites the provfsion of 
the Philippine act, which provides that 
when complete peace shall have been es- 
tablished and the fact certified to the 
president, the census shall be ordered, 
which shaN make inquiries relating to 
the population and ascertain as far as

COTTON AGENTS 
COMING SOUTH 


Certain Features of the Move- 
ment Will Be Investi- 
ated. 


Washington, Sebbeniieni 2.—A number 
of special agents of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture have left Wash- 
ington for the south and others will fol- 
low tonight and tomorrow for the pur- 
pose of investigating certain featurés of 
the cotton movement.

freate three new dioceses and will pr2- 
pose prelates for the archbishopric of 
Manila and the remaining  bishoprics, 
after which he will convoke a synod to 
establish rules for governing ecclesias- 
tical affairs, in harmony with the cus- 
toms of the islands, as is done in South 


America, 

Archbishop Guidi is animated by the 
most liberal ideas regarding the settle- 
ment of the Philippines questions. In 
tis letter to Governor Taft he said he 
was glad he had been chosen to coop- 
erate with him in the pacification of the 
islands and hoped to be able to count on 
his assistance. 

One of the first projects of the arch- 
bishop is the establishment at Manila 
of two seminaries to educate the native 
clergy, Wwhich~are destined ultimately to 
replace the foreigners. These seminaries 
will be intrusted to a religious, order 
which has not hitherto been represented 
in the archipelago. 

A portion of the students of the semi- 
naries will be sent to. Rome to complete 
their education, either at North Amer- 
ican or South American colleges, or in 
a special) Filipino college, if it is found 
practicable to establish the latter. 

The questions regarding the friars, 
which were the subject of negotiations 
between the vatican and Governor Taft, 
might, it is suggested, be solved without 
recourse to the recall of the friars, by 
“opening the doors in the Philippines to 
all the clergy of all the religious orders, 
without distinction of nationality, thus 
quickly overshadowing the few hundreds 
of Spanish friars remaining there.’ 
™he reorganization of the cnurch “in 
Philippines on a new basis wiili te 
carried out with funds from the sale 
of the agricultural lands belonging to 
the friars and from the indemnity which 
the United States will pay for war dam- 
ages. The idea of having recourse to 
arbitrators in order to determine the 
amounts of these funds has. been 
dropped, and it is suggested that the 
clergy submit estimates, which, unless 
immediately acceptable to the Philippine 
and American governments, shall form 
a basis for negotiatians between’ the 
governor and Archbtshop Guidi. 

It is proposed that the friars shall 
sell their shares of the lands possessed 
by the corporations and that the pay- 
ment be in Mexican dollars,‘the first in- 
stallment to be pafd when the title 
deeds to the Philippine. ecclesiastical 
buildings are transferred. 

It is also pror@sed that disputes re- 
garding charitab:s or educational trusts 
be amicably settled by Archbishop Guldi 
and Governor Taft.

A large portion of the low lying part 
of Modica has been destroyed.

JEW BAITING 
SUITS RUSSIA 


Czar’s Government Will Pay 
No Attention to the Pro- 
test of Hay. 


St. Petersburg, September 26.—The Rus- 
sian foreign office has not yet acted on 
Secretary Hay’s note on the subject of 
the Roumanian™Wews and does not antici- 
pate practical results therefrom. Appar- 
ently Russia intends to leave the initia- 
tive to the other signatories, as the ques- 
tion is regarded as an internal affair of 
Roumania. The government of Russia ts 
not iftglined to insist on the performance 
of the Berlin treaty. It js pointed out 
that even if the powers acquiesced to 
Secretary Hay’s proposal, Roumania 
could always claim that her anti-Semite 
legislation was aee-rense and purely 
economic. 

London, September 2.—Thus far the 
British government has received no re 
plies from the signatories of the Berlin 
its note supporting Secretary 
Hay’'s initiatives in the question of the 
treatment of Rotmanian Jews. The gov- 
ernment of Roumania, however, through 
its minister in London, has submitted a 
long exposition of the situation from the 
Roumanian standpoint, explaining that 
the goverment is not In a position to 
prevent the emigration of Jews and ask- 
ing whether the views of the British gov- 
ernment coincide with those of the 
American secretary of state. 

Washington, September 26.—The report 
that the government of Roumania has 
discontinueg the issuance of. passports to 
Jews intending to emigrate to America, 
though not officially confirmed, is re- 
garded by the Washington authorities as 
an immediate desire to recognition by 
Roumania of the accuracy of the state- 


/ ments mage by Secretary Hay in the noie 


resgecting the evils of this Jewish immi- 
gretion and the underlying cause. The re- 
>orted suspension of emigration would 
be regarded as removing the only direct 
issue between the United States and Rou- 
mania, and while we may continue to 
have -a deep concern in the betterment 
of the condition of the Roumanian Jews, 
the United States government must, for 
the time, rest content with what it hae, 
done in the issue of the note to the 
powers. 

Munich, Bavaria, September’ 26.—King 
Charles of Roumania left here today for 
Bucharest, capital of Roumania. 

Vienna, September 26.—A dispatch to 
The Pester Lloyd from Bucharest calls 
attention to an old law by which a Jew 
may be compelled, by the Roumanian 
courts of law, to take an oath in a 
shameful and mediaeval manner. The Jew 
is placed if an open coffin, in the syna- 
gogue, clad in his grave clothes and is 
forced to repeat the curses and maledic- 
tions uttered by the rabbi upon him and 
every member of his family if he falls 
to tell the truth. All agitation to get this 
law repealed, says the dispatch, has been 
futile, and, although it has fallen into 
disrepute, it may. still be invoked if the 
Christian party in a lawsuit demands it 
and the judge consents.

United States Will Pay No At- 
tention to Protest Made 
by Colombia, 


Washington,September 24—Mr. Concha, 
the Colombian minister, received a ca- 
blegram today from Governor Salazar, 
of Panama, reciting the fact that he 
had lodged a protest with Commander 
McLean regarding the landing of the 
marines on the isthmus from the Cincin- 
nati as reported in yesterday afternoon's 
dispatches, the governor regarding Com- 
mander McLean's acts as having the 
appearance of an attempt to exercise 
acts. of sove oe in Colombian  terri- 
tory.

The legation. officials 
do not expect to present Governor Sala- 
zar’s protest to * state department 
unless instructions directing such a step 
be received from the Colombian govern- 
ment. Their opinion is that matters will 
oo smoothed over without further fric- 

on. 

The navy department today gave out 
the following statement in regard to a 
cablegram received from Commander: 
McLean: 

“Commander McLean cables that for 
the present situation the United States 
forces now on the isthmus will be suf- 
ficient. Accordingly no more need be 
sent, unless some unforeseen contingency 
should arise. It is thought that the mar- 
ine battalion being assembled at Nor- 
folk probably will not have to be sent ta 
the isthmus.” 

So far neither the state department 
nor the navy department has been in- 
formed officially of the protest of Gov- 
ernor Salazar against the landing of 
American #marines on the isthmus.

He Believes His Boy Is Innocent De- 


spite the Evidence—Asserts He 
_iIs Wayward, but Never 


Had a Criminal 
Tendency. 


Paris, September 26.—A representative 
of the Associated Press has interviewed 
John W. Young, father of William 
Hooper Young, who is charged with the 
murder in New York of Anna Neilsen 
Pulitzer, on the developments in the case 
against his son. Mr. Young said: 

“I am now convinced, from what has 
been published and from my own cable 
advices, that my son is innocent, and I 
shall do the utmost in my power to help 
him, while, if I thought him guflty of 
such a horrible crime, I would not move 
my hand to save him from justice. 

“He is wayward, but he never had a 
criminal tendency. The only explanation 
to my mind which can connect him 
with this crime is he fell under the in- 
fluence of some designing person, who 
perpetrated the murder and_ through 
whom my son acquired a guilty knowl- 
edge of the crime, or possibly became an 
accessory after the fact 

“The bov is not insane, but his mental 
strength has been undermined by vicious 
habits into which he fell while young. 

“The dispatches say that a suit of my 
son’s clothes was found in the trunk 
with the murdered woman's clothing. 
This itself is in his favor, for the per- 
petrator of a crime would never convict 
himself {in such an obvious way. This 
was done by the real murderer, who is 
using my son as a screen, 

“I wish to say that my son is not a 
member of the Mormon church, nor has 
he been connected with it for many 
years. We have been estranged for fif- 
teen years. I helped him frequently 
through my other son, but have not seen 
him because of his way.wardness and his 
vicious habits, to which his unfortunate 
failings are due. 

“It was without my knowledge and 
consent that my son was living in my 
apartments during my absence.”’ 


PREPARING A MARITIME CODE 


Work of the Conference in Session at 
Hamburg. 

Hamburg, September 26.—The fifth 
conference of the international mari- 
time committee, which opened here yes- 
terday, today discussed and adopted the 
draft of a treaty relative to a uniform 
law for collisions and maritime salvage 
in the proposed code. 

The distinction between salvage and as- 
sistance is abolished and all successful 
services rendered to a ship in peril give 
the right to equitable remuneration. 
The sum to be paid is for success§il 
services only, and cannot exceed the 
value of the salved property. Persons 
who cooperate against the express pro- 
hibition of the captain of the ship in 
peril are barred from all right to re- 
muneration, and the authorities who 
fix the compensation are to proceed on 
the bases of the efforts and merits of 
those who have rendered assistance, the 
danger incurred by the vessel assisted, 
the success obtained and the value of 
the salved objects. Every contract 
made in time of peril may be: modified 
in its effects by the judge if he considers 
that the remuneration agreed upon is 
not equitable. Collisions between ships 
of war and ships of the mercantile class 
are not subject to the proposed treaty, 
Save in so far as responsibility is ad- 
mitted by the law of the particular 
state. 

Perhaps the most significant change 
proposed is that which relleves the judge 
of the obligation to award a fixed in- 
demnity represented by a quota of the 
goods saved or their value. 

The. conference: subsequently decided 
to submit two treaties approved by the 
conference to some government to be 
selected by the presiding board, with the 
request that this government approach 
other governments with the view of the 
adoption of the treaties.

Canton, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)— 
The contest for county officers has nar- 
rowed down to only two opponents to the 
regular democratic nominees of the June 
primary. J. P. Spears is opposing Silas 
T. Worley, the nominee for sheriff, but as 
he is not’ bagked by any politica] organi- 
zation and ‘as the democratic nominee is 
popular with all'classes of the people, it 
ig not thought that Mr. Spears’ vote will 
be sufficient to elect. 

The democratic nominee for representa- 
tive now has but one opponent, Rey. L. 
Dow Coggin, but his vote will not be as 
| large as that of the independent candi- 
| date for sheriff. Thomas Bell, who was a 
candidate presumably of the populist 
party, has ‘retired from the race and 
Democratie- Nominee W. D. Mills “will 
haveean easy victory. 

None ‘ef the other candidates have any 
Opposition, and there is not a great deal 
of interest manifest, in consequence of 
which the vote will probably be lighter 
than usual. 

Since the withdrawal of Judge R. B. 
Russel) from the race for supreme court 
judge, Cherokee will probably give Judge 
Candler a good vote. Judge Candler’s 
parents formerly lived in this county and 
the Candler. family has many strong 
friends yet in old Cherokee. 

The town of Canton votes on the ques- 
tion of public or free schools for the town 
on the 27th. Only 128 votes have register- 
eg and qualified for the election, and, 
while the sentiment of the people seems 
favorable tg free schools, it is quite 
rrobable that the measure wil] be de- 
feated because of the indifference of the 
people in not casting the necessary two- 
thirds vote favorable to the passage of 
the law.

Princeton, N. J., September 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Both the university and the semi- 
nary have opened up for the fall session 
with an attendance which breaks all 
records for recent years, the university 
showing an enrollment of over 1,500 stu- 
dents and the seminary numbering near- 
ly 200. 

Rumors are afloat today in the bur- 
rough to the effect that Dr. Patton, at 
the next meeting of. the board of direc- 
tors, will be elected president of the 
seminary. At the present time Dr. Pat- 
ton occupies the chair of Theism in this 
institution, and it is currently reported 
that if he is elected to the presidency 
he will accept the office. The duties of 
president of the seminary are not as 
arduous or exacting ag those of president 
of the university, and Dr. Patton can 
accept the position without being hin- 
dered im the carrying out of any plans 
which he may have had in view at the 
time of resigning his office of president 
of the university last summer. Dr. Pat- 
ton ig equally as popular on the semi- 
nary campus as on the campus of the 
university, and if he accepts the office 
of president of the seminary it will con- 
fer additional prestige upon this time- 
honored institutfon, which is perhaps 
the best, as well ag the oldest, of all 
the seminaries In this country of the 
Presbyterian faith and order. Hereto- 
fore the seminary has iad no president, 
officially so ealled, the oldest member of 
the faculty in length of service having 
been recognized as the head of the insti- 
tution by virtue of his seniority and 
given the position of chairman of the 
faculty; but it now looks as {if the 
seminary is on the eve of departing from 
this long established custom, 

At the meeting of the junior class 
of the seminary this week L, L. Knight, 
of Atlanta, was elected class president,

He Caplured Cutter Bennet 
an Escaped Convich 


it Is Charged that Man Committed 
Many Burglaries and Thefts Dur- 
ing Freedom, for Which He 
Must Answer—Other 
News Notes. 


Macon, September  26.—(Special.)—To- 
night Polleeman Hollomon left for the 
penitentiary camp at Fargo, having in 
charge the white man, Cutty Bennett, of 
Savanneh, who escaped from the camp 
on September 7th and was arrested in 
Macon after he had burglarized the resi- 
dences of Judge fiugh Washington, Wal- 
ter Harris and Frances Daly of numerous 
valuable articles such as gold watches, 
diamond rings, pearl pins, etc. The ar- 
rest was made by Policeman Hollomon 
&@ few nights ago, and when he delivers 
Bennett to the authorities at Fargo the 
Officer will be paid a reward of fifty 
dollars for Bennett's capture. 

Soon after Bennett’s imprisonment in 
the police barracks he commenced to tell 
the officers where the 
had stolen from the Macon houses. He 
had deposited them with negro women in 
different parts of the city, 
piece of the stolen property has been 
recovered. 

Three 
out against Bennett for the thefts he 
committed in Macon. One of the war- 
rants charges burglary, and the other 
two warrants ajlege larceny from the 
house. When Bennett- finishes serving 
the remainder of his sentence at the 
Fargo camp whidh was imposed on him 
for burglary in Savannah, he will be 
brought back to Macon to be tried on the 
three above mentioned warrants. 

In the :¢ecorder's court today Bennett 
was a witness against a negro woman 
named Annie Lane. He declared that he 
had given her a valuable diamond ring 
to keep, and when the officer went to 
her for it she said she had never seen 
the ring. She was committed to the 
superior court for receiving stolen goods. 

For Attempt to Murder. 

Deputy Sheriff Walden, of Dooly coun- 
ty, came to Macon today and carried 
back with him to Vienna a negro, George 
James, who was arrested in Macon by 
Policeman Griffin. Deputy Sheriff Wal!- 
den had a warrant for James which 
charged him with assault with intent to 
murder a lady in Dooly county. At the 
time of the alleged offense there was 
much indignation among the white -citi- 
zens of the section of Dooly, where the 
lady resides, and it {s said if James had 
been caught at the time he would have 
been lynched.

UNIVERSITY PRINTING 
PRESS IS NOW AT WORK 


a 


Object Is Not To Make Money, But To Secure Better 
Work and Give Students Chance To Earn an 
Education--Drill Has Commenced. 


Athens, Ga., 
The University printing press is at work 
and having secured contracts with the 
Red and Black and the Georgian, the col- 
lege publication, will in a few days pub- 
lish these two papers. It will also do 
all the university printing. 

The university press is owned by a 
company capitalized at three thousand 
dollars, the stockholders being friends of 
the university. The cbject of establish- 
ing this press was not to make money, 
but to secure better work for the univer- 
sity, and to give the. students in college 
who understand printing a chance to 
work their way. Thus it will be seen that 
the object of the press is one of mutual 
benefit and not of money making, though 
proper business methods will be employed 
and a profitable: business arranged, The 
press will, however, not solicit work 
from the town, being satisfied with what- 
ever orders the college and the students 
will supply them witna. 

It has for some time been the idea of 
members of the facuity that the uni- 
versity should do’ its own printing as It 
could secure better satisfaction in this 
way, and its work would always be given 
the preference. The trustees were not 
willing to shoulder the responsibility of 
establishing this office and the faculty 
have now put it into operation with the 
hope that in a few years the trustees 
will see how valuable it is to the college 
and buy it from the company in whose 
hands it is at the present time. In case 
they wish to do so the company is will- 
‘ng to sell out to them at cost. 

Expert Printer in Charge. 

Mr. Carithers, an expert printer, is in 
charge of the press, and he is assisted 
by six students, the majority of whom 
have only an elementary knowledge of 
the work. Ht will be a valuable training 
to them. The president of the company 
is Professor Barrow, while Professor 
Patterson is business manager and Pro- 
fesscr Strahan, treasurer. 

The press is situated under Moore col- 
lege on the university campus. It is well 
lighted, ventilated, and heated. The 
equipment is the best that money can 
buy. The presses are three in number—a

presses that is made, and any printer 
knows its cfficiency; the second is about 
twelve by eighteen, and does a great deal 
of the lighter work, while the last will 
be used for the purpose of printing cards, 
invitations, letter heads, and other things 
of a Hike nature. There are eight cases 
in the office, and there will arrive in a 
few days a paper cutter, a machine 
stitcher, and all necessary apparatus.

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STATUTORY PROHIBITION 


CAMPAIGN IN MISSISSIPPI 


Woman's Christian Temperance Union Will Renew 
Fight at Annual Convention To.Be Held at 


Oxford on 


October 8. 


Jackson, Miss., September 2.—(Spe- 
ci#l.)—The campaign for statutory pro- 
hibition in Mississippi will be renewed at 
the annual convention of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union to be held 
in Oxford commencing on the 8th of 
October. A large number of the promi- 
nent leaders of the prohibition cause 
in this state and workers from other 
stafés will be present and assist in 
launching the campaign. 

The prohibition question will be in- 
jected into the political campaign next 
year, and a strong effort will be made 
to elect a legislature favorable to the 
enactment of a statutory law against 
the sale of liquor within the borders of 
the state. 


Declines Proposition. 

Governor Longino has declined the 
proposition of the business men of: Vicks- 
burg to bear all the expense of a spe- 
cial session of the legislature if one will 
be called to repeal the valued policy 
clause of the Migsissippi insurance laws 
and thus relieve the difficulty of secur- 
ing insurance on cotton. In assigning 
his reasons for the action the governor 
reaffirms his former statement that such 
a session would be useless unless a ma- 
jority of the members are pledged and 
the companies agree to write the blanket 
form of policies on cotton ‘risks. 

Methodist Conferences. 

The two conferences of the Methodist 
church in Mississippi will hold their an- 
nual sessions during the month of De- 
cember, and within the next few days 
the presiding elders will commence the 
tours of their respective districts for the 
purpose of holding the last quarterly 
conferences,

OF UNIVERSITY OF SOUTH 


Sewanee. Tenn., September 26.—(Spe- 
éial.)\—Yesterday was the opening of the 
advent term of the university. Services 
were held in the university chapel and an 
acdress was made by Bishop Thomas F. 
Gailor, of Tennessee, 

The bishop spoke to the men about 
beginnings, after a brief welcome to the 
new students, and told them how im- 
portant a beginning of the right kind 
was, whether it was in college life or in 
the sterner life out of college. 

“I divide the human race 
Classes,"’ said the bishop. “First are 
thos® who live in the past and who rely 
on the glory of their ancestors.

Arthur Howard Noll, registrar of the 
university, of ‘considerable note as a 
writer on anthropological matters. Rev. 
Mr. Noll’s paper was of the greatest

} interest and contained many witty points. 


He suggested the study of primitive 
man from the standpoint of fofk and 
child lore which trace many of the cus- 
tcms and ideas which prevail at the 
present day back to their origin inv we 
darkest ages of antiquity. He made a 
practical suggestion that the unlversity 
give some attention to ethnological re- 
searchin the neighboring fields, which 
are rich in the possession of Indian 
mounds and like relics. ‘‘The Sequachee 
valley, but a few miles distant, is fairly 
pimpled with Indian mounds waiting fur 
some one to make a scientific investiga- 
tion of them,’’ said the speaker. It is 
not known whether the university will 
take up the investigation of these mounds 
at present, although the Rev. Mr. Noll's 
suggestion is of great value, not only 
to the university, but to the scientifically 
inclined over the entire country. 

Excellent talks were also made by the 
Rev. Dr. Bevan, who spoke from the 
psychological standpoint, and Captain 
McNeal, who showed a proper relation 
between evolution and revelation.

GROWS LARGER 


North Carolina Has Received 
3,128 New Applications 
During Past Year. 


SOLDIERS AND WIDOWS 
ASK AID OF THE STATE 


Two Thousand Three Hundred Pass. 
Returns Show Theat About Three 
Hundred Pensioners Have 
Died During Year. 

Other News. 


Raleigh, N. C., September 26.—(Special.) 
State Auditor Dixon reports that there 
were sent up to the state pension board 
3.128 new applications, of which 647 were 
from widows and 2,581 from soldiers. Of 
these about 2,300 passed. The returns 
show that about $00 pensioners have died 
during the year, making the net in- 
crease 2,000 and the total number of pen- 
sioners about 11,000. There will have to 
be a new prorating of the pension fund. 
The new law provides that when pen- 
sions are prorated the reduction shall 
apply more particularly to the fourth 
class, which includes the widows. Last 
year widows got $20 annually, but this 
year they and the fourth class soldier 
pensioners will hardly get over $15. High 
water mark as to the number of pen- 
sianers is now reached. 

"Seorth Carolina News Notes. 

J. Y. Joyner, the state superintendent 
of public instruction, tells The Constitu- 
tion that he will select the Friday fol- 
lowing Thanksgiving day ‘as “North 
Carolina day’’ in the public schools. The 
special subject will be ‘‘The Albemarle 
Section."’ In Ashe county the state su- 
perintendent says there is an odd state 
of affairs in the public schools. There 
is not a female teacher in these, though 
@& number of women hold first grade 
certificates. He will investf[gate’ the 
cause for such discrimination. 

The state today chartered the Bank of 
Union, at Monroe, a state bank, with 
$25,000 capital. 

President Venable, of the University of 
North Carolina, says there are actually 
present 637. students. 

The state board of agriculture decides 
to locate its third soil test farm in Ire- 
dell county. 

The republican congressional district 
committee for this (the fourth) district 
met here last evening. It Hterally froze 
out all negroes and held what was 
called a convention, white delegates be- 
ing allowed and there being fifteen pres- 
ent. This convention, which was really 
a close communion _§ affair, reelected 
Frank D. Jones chairman and elected 
a new executive committee composed 
only of whites, which is given full au- 
thority to nominate a candidate for con- 
gress if it sees fit to do so. There were 
negro delegates here, but they were 
warned not to come near the convention. 
The negroes appear to be literally dazed 
by the way their white confreres are 
treating them. 

The -long-distance telephone line be- 
tween Raleigh and Wilmington is now 
completed except a section of perhaps 2 
miles, where a land owner whose soil is 
assessed at only 99 cents an acre wants 
$500 for the right of way. The company 
has taken the matter to the supreme 
court. If the man’s lands are so valuable 
as he pretends they are, then the tax 
valuation will be immensely increased. . 

The political debate between Senator 
Pritchard, republican, and Locke Craig, 
democrat, is growing both personal and 
warm. Pritchard charges that Craig’s 
brother aské@!i him to appoint a negro 
postmaster. Craig said his’ brother 
thought the negro superior to a renegade 
democrat, and this latter statement 
Pritcha@l bitterly denounced, Craig has 
made some ‘queer admissions in his 
speeches. In one case he virtually said 
Justices Furches and Douglas, of the su- 
preme court, were impeached in order to 
frighten them so they would not inter- 
fere with the franchise amendment to 
the constitution, which cut down the 
negro vote. Another statement was that 
the reason why in the new etection law 
the legislature said poll taxes must be 
paid by May 1 was to prevent Senator 
Pritchard and Mark Hanna from paying 
these taxes and thus making voters.

INTENT TO KILL 1S CHARGE 
ON WHICH BOY IS TRIED 


Twelve-Year-Old Child Is Arraigned in Criminal 
Court at Anderson, S. C., But Is Acquitted.

Columbia, 8. C., September 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An unusual case was tried in the 
circult court yesterday at Anderson. 
Walter Gilmer, a 12-year-old white boy, 
was tried for assault and battery with 
intent to kill.

It is said the solicitor did not know 
the age of the defendant until he was 
arraigned in court and he did not put 
much vigor into the prosecution of the 
case. In his charge to the jury Judge 
Watts very plainly indicated that he 
wanted a verdict of acquittal. The jury 
was not long in making up a verdict of 
not guilty.

the follies which so easily appeal to 
their purses and their appetites. 

But they do not represent the real 
solid social substance of the republic.

There is no reason, however, for ring- 
ing the three-threes over the follies 
and crimes of the 400. The nation 
reaily cannot be endangered in its 
true social life by them. There are 
circles of purity, gentility, genuine cul- 


ture and chivalry of the older,sort in | 


every city of the land where those peo- 
ple would not be admitted. They have 
not the price, though counted in nine 
figures, to enter and make free in 
some of the social sanctuaries of this 
goodly land. In these character out- 
weighs cartloads of golden cash. 
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The Whipping Post. ° 

In one of the penological confer- 
ences recently held a paper was read 
strongly advocating the revival of the 
whipping post as a penal instrument. 
The proposal naturally stirred up a 
hot debate and the question of the 
benefits versus the brutalities of the 
whipping post scheme is being dis- 
cussed by many writers in the press. 

The discussion thus far emphasizes 
the wide difference that exists still 
among social reformers as to the real 
purpose of legal punishments. There 
is a large class of people in the coun- 
try who hold to the notion that the 
true end of the penal measures should 
be to reform the criminal. To that 
end they would have him housed in a 
building very nearly the equivalent of 
a first-class hotel, supplied with all the 
esthetics of religious, literary and so- 
cial culture, and dealt with as tenderly 
as young barbarians in a kultur-kamp 
of civilization. That idea is being act- 
ed upon in some states, notably in 
Massachusetts, but the net results in 
the number of criminals graduated out 
into honest and serviceable citizenship 
are not at all commensurate with the 
claims of the system and the cost 
of it. " , 
_ The old-fashioned idea of penalties is 
unquestionably the practical otte.. Ptn- 
ishment is «inflicted to impress the 
criminal with the fact that he has 
done a grave public wrong and must 
suffer for it—that “the way of the

the public-order requires suffering on 
his part that is hard to be borne. 
As to the whipping-post, the clainis 


for its establishment for the punish- 
ment of certain misdemeanors are 
double—first, that the disgrace of a 
public lashing has a wholesome deter- 
‘rent effect upon the criminals, who 


seldom want a second dose of the 
lash, and, second, that it saves much 
cost to the state in the care and sup- 
port of jailbirds.

Why is it 
more cruel to give twenty laghes to a 
drunkard than to permit him to eéx- 
piate his brutalities upon his children 


“by boarding in jail at the public ex- 
‘pense for thirty days? 


The question is one for legislators to 
debate and finally decide in each in- 
stance, but it is plain-to be seen that 
there is a growing public sentiment 
in this country in favor of adopting the 
whipping post for petty criminals.

The victory of Foss is a victory for 
the demand for “free raw materials” 
and that demand £4 so close akin to

that will make cheaper the produc- 
tion of the necessaries of life as to be 
its little brother. : 

The fact that Foss wins, too, against 
a candidate of the Dingley dervish 
Stripe, who had the backing of both 
the city and state republican ma- 
chines, dominated by Senator Lodge, 
Governor Crane and their lieutenants, 
shows. that he stood for an irresisti- 
ble sentiment broadspread among the 
people. The ‘trust evil and the tariff 
inequities have at last made them- 
selves felt among the New England- 
ers, and they are not slow to resent 
the grafts that are depleting their own 
peculiar prosperities.

Who Are Veterans? 

Editor Constituticn—There recently assembled 
in Indianapolis a convention of men who claim- 
ed to have served in the United States army, 
volunteer or regular, who style themselves 
‘Spanish-American War Veterans.’’ 

Qualified military authority has piaced a 
limit of service that entitles a soldier to the 
.fank or dignity of a “‘veteran.’ Two years of 
actual and continuous service in the field by 
this authority raises an officer or enlisted man 
to this distinction. The brief service of four 
or five months by these men cannot raise them 
to the sphere of ‘‘veterans.’" If any of them 
had seen service in the regular army on the 
frontier or in garri*ton, together with their 
brief. experience during the short rupture be- 
tween the United States and Spain, then they 
would be entitled to the grade of ‘‘veteran,’’ 
but the brief service of less than six months 
does not qualify them for such rank.

Captain Evan P. Howell, candidate for 
mayor, made the last of hie ward speeches 
in the fourth ward last night at 2746 De- 
catur street. I'he meeting was one of the 
largest and most enthustastic which Cap- 
tain Howell has held. ‘he hall was en- 
tirely inadequate and was packed trom 
one end to another.- Many could not find 
seats and the crowd even surged out on 
the sidewalk. From the time the meet- 
ing opened until the last speech was made 
enthusiasm prevailed. Captain Howell's 
speech was liberally rewarded with ap- 
‘Pplause of the most demonstrative kind. 

One significant feature of last night's 
meeting.was the fact that Captain Howell 
formerly lived in the fourth ward and it 
was from this ward that he was first 
elected to council. Since that time some 
of his warmest advocates nave come 
from the fourth. 

Captain Howell clearly outlined his plat- 
form and his views in regard to measures 
he thought ought to be adopted for Atlan- 
ta’s future welfare and prosperity. He 
took a definite stand on the tax question. 
Hie said that Atianta had as big a burden 
of taxes as she ought to stand. ‘he mon- 
ey for neéded improvements in the way 
of schools, additional sewers and other 
improvements ought to be obtained by a 
bond issue.

government. In order to gei ~o0d gov- 
ernment you must elect the vest man.

To the Public: My attention was call- 
ed to a card from Mr. Harvey Johtison, 
published in this afternoon's Jougnal, to 
which it seems to me it is proper I should 
make reply.

He Discussed Topics of City 
Campaign at Gathering 
| of Voters, 


SAYS HE I3 RUNNING 
ON HIS MERITS ALONE 


Review His Work in Council and 
During His Term of Office as 
Mayor of Atlanta—Says 
He Is in the Race 
to Win.

James G. Woodward, candidate for 
mayor, addresed a crowd of first ward 
voters last night in Bubanks’ halt, 228 1-2 
Peters street. — 

Mr. Woodward reviewed his record as 
a city official and told of many improve- 
ments which he said he had Assisted in 
securing for the city. He spoke of ef- 
forts he has made to improve the first 
ward, and declared that during the street 
railway fight, during his term as mayor, 
that everything he had done was in the 
interest of competition. His utterances 
seemed to meet with the approval of the 
majority of the crowd and he was _ fre- 
quently interrupted with applause and 
cheers. Side remarks from persons in 
the audience was a feature of the meet- 
ing. ; 

In beginning his speéch Mr. Woodward 
Stated that he has participated in six 
campaigns in Atlanta and that in each 
one the first ward had never failed to 
give him a majority. He sajd that Cap- 
tain Howell had stated in a recent speecn 
that hé (Woodward) had been permitted 
to introduce some resolutions in council 
rélative to the improvement of the first 
ward. He said he considered this stateé- 
ment a jest, although Captain Howell 
probably made it seriously. He théh re- 
ferred to the paving of Peters street and 
to the Peters street viaduct, declaring 
that neither he nor Captain Howell had 
anything to do witn the improvement 
further than to favor it in council. He 
asserted that Peters street would never 
have been paved had not the citizens fe- 
titioned for the pavement. 

He said that he understood that his op- 
ponerit made the remark that he (Wood- 
ward) was opposed to improvements in 
the first ward, and said that if le was 
correctly informed ne wanted to say that 
his opponent had been misinformed. He 
alluded to his record as to that work, and’ 
asserted that it is perfectly clear.

Hea 
asserted that Atlanta has not suffered 
by anything that occufred during the 
period of the street railway controversy. 

“IT only wish,"’ said he, “‘that Atlanta 
had alWhys been taken eare of as well as 
she was during my term as mayor.” He 
made this remark just after referring 
to the paymenf by the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company of $60,000 for the privi- 
lege of crossing the- Whitehall street 
viaduct. 

“Now, I dislike very much to indulge 
in mud slinging,” said the speaker, “‘and 
I did not start it in this campaign. But 
there is one who mentioned my name 
a few nights ago and also referred to me 
again last night. I refer to the Rev. 
Sam Small. I want to say right here that 
I will stand with Mr. Small on the stump 
or anywhere else and compare records. 

“The newspapers are a little facetious 
in alluding to my use of the word ‘IT’ in 
my speeches, but I don’t know of any- 
thing else to say but refer to my works 
as an official. It seems that I cannot 
please the newspapers anyway, and I 
was thinking today that probably I ha@ 
better devote my speeches to the boxer 
uprising or the war in Africa. But then 
I don’t care what the newspapers say, 
or the reporters, either, although they 
are my friends. 

“As to this<facetious reference to my 
use of the word ‘I,’ I want to state that 
I have been a worker and I believe that 
is what you put me in office for. I could 
enumerate the various improvements 
with which I have been connected, but I 
will not take up your time.

Out in His Speech Last 


Night. 


SAYS HE HAS THROWN, 
NO MUD AT OPPONENTS 


Claims that He Is Only Candidate 
Eligible To Hold Position of 
Mayor—Says Neither How- 
ell nor Woodward Will 
Be Mayor. 


Alderman Harvey Johnson, one of the 


‘candidates for the office of mayor, spoke 


in Hannah's hall, near the Southern 
shops, last night, to a crowd, which, in 
his speech, he estimated at forty. 

G. A. Hannah presideg and introduced 
Hen. B. M. Biack’burn, who spoke chiefly 
of the eligibility matter, claiming Mr. 
Johnson is the only candidate who nas te 
legal right to hold the office of mayor. 
Hé also claimed that Mr. Johnaon is run- 
ning his campaign on a higher plane 
than either of the other candidates. In 
closing Mr. Blackburn introduced Alder- 
man Johnson. 

Alderman Johnson spoke very briefly. 
Hig speech contained nothing of a sensa- 
tional ordér, and was, in fact, merely a 
recapitulation of his utterances on former 
occasions. He stressed the points ad- 
vanced -by Mr. Biackburn, that neither 
or the other candidates is eligibie and 
that Mr. Johnson is the only man who 
hae abstainéd from throwing mud. He 
Said, in part:

ing out productg of the highest class of 
every line of goods. 

The steel and fron industry is now the 
largest in the world, economists claim- 
ing that steel is now the ‘standard basis 
and meter of civilization,”’ and it means 
much for ‘the progress of. the city that 
there spd be established here one of 
the lea@ng divisions of this, the giant 
of all industries. —

COLD WAVE IS PREDICTED 


And Claims of Damage to Cotton by 
Rains Caused 1 to 9 Points Ad- 
vance—Stocks Closed 1 to 
2 Points Below the 
Best Figures. 


New York, September 26.—The cotton market 
_ opened barely steady with prices | to 4 poini 
lower, under fairly active selling for both ac- 
counts, brought on by disappointing Engtish 
market advices, and reports of a small fallyre 
in the Liverpool market. Commission houses 
were again well supplied with selling orders, 
and Wall stree¢ appeared to be slipping from 
under a portion at least of its load. The pri- 
vate cables told of liquidation by English and 
continental speculators, and of vigorous bear 
eelling abroad. During the rest of the fore- 
noon the local market was irregular and rather 
inclined to sell still lower, as pressure of long 
cotton continued and bear selling was popular 
in professional circles. Before midday Jan- 
vary dropped to 8.65, this being some 27 
points off from the top of the week. Then 
came reports of a cold wave in the mgddile 
west, soon followed by a forecast from Wash- 
ington for colder weather tn the western cotton 
belt tonight or tomorrow. The shorts were 
compelled to retreat before the bulling which 
followed and gave little attention to bearish 
_jweek-end statistics. Heavy receipts were fully 
offset by clatms that prevailing heavy rains 
east of the Mississippi were damaging opening 
cotton, retarding the movement and putting off 
the time of maturement of late cotton, thus 
increasing danger of failure through frost. The 
rally sent January up to 8.77 and March to 

54. From this there was little departure 
during the rest of the session, with the mar- 
ket finally quiet and steady, with prices net 
| to 9 points higher. Total sales were eeti- 
mated at 250,000 bales.

THE DAY IN WALL STREEN. 


New York, September 26.—There was a show 
of considerable strength in the stock market 
today. The principal movement was in St. 
Paul, Louisville and NashvilJe, and the ex- 
treme advance of 5% in the latter and of 3% 
in the former had considerable sympathetic 
effect on the railroad list generally. There 
was brisk buying of Reading, nominally based 
on the supposition that the end of the coal 
strike is near. Manhattan was largely bought 
by the speculative interests which have been 
accumulating the etock for some time. There 
was a notable disposition to advance on the 
part of a number of minor low priced indus- 
trials, and especially the rallway equipment 
companies. During the final hour the profes- 
gional operators, whose buying had advanced 
prices, took their profits very generally with 
the result that final prices for a number of 
leading stocks are from |! to 2 points lower 
than the best. Net gains are very generally 
indicated for the day nevertheless. The spe- 
cial ground for the movement in St. Paul 
was the publication of a report that important 
subscription privileges are to accrue 
shortly. Louisville and Nashville was helped 
by the color of authority given to a report 
that the control of the system is to be lodged 
with the Atlantic Coast Line. This would 
satisfactorily solve the problem that has much 
puzzled Wall street ever since the control of 
the road was snatched from its long-time 
Lolders as an incident in a speculative cam- 
paign. \Money rates continued high today, 
but a supply was availabie, and the feeling 
was engendered that the banke will make a 
strong showtng in the statement tomorrow 
The money lent in the market wass sasid to 
come from the trust companies, and influen- 
tial bank officials disclaimed any lending in 
the stock market on the part of the banks. 
Secretary Shaw's supplementary offer to pur- 
chase government §. per cents at 105 had a 
favurabie sentiment upon the market. Like 
Ahe offer to anticipate- government interest for 
the fiscal year, it is feit in Wall street that 
the effect of this measure will be sentimen- 
tal rather than practical. Previous to today, 
the last sale price for the 5s was 104, but 
the ruling quotation t# 105% bid and 106% 
asked, and there were sales on the exchange 
at 105% after the treasury department's of- 
fer was promulgated. Bond dealers are em- 
phatic in the expressed opinion that the sec- 
retary’s price will bring out no important 
offerings of the bonds. The preliminary fig- 
ures of the week'ae movement of money indi- 
cates that the banks have lost over $4,000,000 
during the week, including payments by the 
subtreasury and the assay office on account 
of gold deposited at Pacific coast points and 
on account of the $1,000,000 in gold bars 
which arrived from Burope. Conegidered in con- 
nection with the last week's deficit in re- 
serves of over §1,600,000, it will be per- 
celved that a very extensive reduction of 
loans and deposit liabilities must have taken 
place in order to bring the banks’ reserves up 
to the legal limit again. Speculators today 
profereed. great confidence, however, that a 
considerable surplus would be revealed by 
tomorrow's bank statement. An incident of 
the day was the rather firmer tone for sterling 
exchange in connection with the lessened strin- 
gency in the money market. y

FIRM AND HIGHER 


Wheat Opened Weak on Lower Cables 
and Liberal Receipts. 


ADVANCED ON GOOD BUYING. 


September Was Erratic and Made a 
New High Record at 87c—Shorts 
Covering Advanced. Corn. 
Provisions Closed 2 1-2 
to 10c Lower. 


Chicago, September 26.—Grain markets were 
generally firm today despite lower cables and 
liberal receipts in the northwest. September 
was erratic and covering by shorts carried 
the price to 87¢, a new record for this year’s 
crop. The close was I'ec higher. December 
closed %c higher and December corn was %c 
higher with oats ‘“%c lower. January pro- 
visions closed 2% to 10c lower. 

During the early part of the day wheat was 
dull and weak, influenced by disappointing 
cables and heavy receipts in the northwest. 
Later in the session prominent commission 
houses turned active buyers, over half a mil- 
lion bushels of December stuff being taken. 
This brought about a rally and started shorts 
to covering. There was also considerable cov- 
ering by the latter in the September delivery, 
which advanced sharply. September opened 
4%@i%ec higher at 84%@85c. After selling 
to 84c early, prices advanced steadily to 
67c and the close was I'sc higher at 86c. 
December opened ‘%c jower at 69%@69%\c, 
eased to 68@68%c, and then rallied to 69%c, 
closing %c higher at 69%@69%c. Clearances 
of wheat and flour were equal to 718,000 
bushels. Primary receipts were 1,305,000 
bushels, against |,268,000 bushels a year ago. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported receipts of 
865 cars, which, with local receipts of 159 
cars, 8 of contract, made total receipts for 
the three points of 1,024 cans, against 1,089 
cars last week and 996 cars a year ago. 

Dullness prevailed in corn during the early 
hours, but jater commission houses turnea 
sellers and disposed of over half a million 
bushels of December grain. Shorts covered 
freely. December opened a shade higher to 
24%@2%c lower at 45%@46c. On good de- 
mand the price advanced to 46%c, and the 
close was near the top with a gain of \%c at 
46% @46\c. Local receipts were 434 cars 
with 124 of contract grade. 

Wet weather, good cash demand and light 
receipts all combined to hold oats fairly strong. 
About the only feature was a good commis- 
sion demand for December and May. De- 
cember opened at 31 Kc. Sales were kept 
within a range of ‘c. The close was \c 
lower at 31 %c. Local receipts were 183 
cars. 

Lower prices ruled in provisions and trad- 
ing was only moderately active. Weakness 
was due principally to increased receipts of 
hogs at the yards with lower prices for the 
same. January pork closed [0c lower af 
$15.30, lard was 5c lower at $8.72%, while 
ribs closed 2%c lower at $8.17%.

DISHONEST POSTAL CLERKS. 


An Inspector Says That Their 'Ulti- 
mate Detection Is Inevitable. 

Washington Star: “It is because one 
man thinks himself a trifle smarter- than 
another that makes his thoughts run into 
dishonest channels,’ said an oid post- 
office inspector. “‘I can account for the 
frequent arrest in all parts of the country 
of employees of the postal service, espe- 
cially of clerks in: postoffices and letter 
carriers, Only upon this hypothesis, and 
that there is an inherent streak in his 
composition of dishonesty, because he 
knows better tham the public that once 
we get after postal thieves We never 
stop until we land@‘them in jail. And still 
they go on all over the land pilfering 
from letters, believing themselves safe. 
It must jar some of them when they 
tumble into the trap we set. 

“It is a matter of corresponding inter- 
est to remember that, as these dishonest 
clerks well know, the trap which places 
the manacles around theirswrists is the 
same old trap, like the same old bear 
trap, reliable and certain to hold fast 
once it is sprung, only it catches their 
pilfering hand instead of.their feet. It is 
the decoy letter which the postal thief 
Guickly and slyly picks up and secretes 
about his person or elsewhere, and once 
itis in his hand ‘the trap is sprung, the 
hand of the inspector on the case closes 
about his wrist, and he walks to the sta- 
tion house to ruminate how easily he was 
caught once the inspectur decided upon 
the man of the. force Who was guilty 
among the honest. 

“Now,.'nce every postal employee ‘n 
the Uw -u States knows that, once the 
officials are suspicious of theft along his 
route or postal car run, the inspectors 
lay all sorts of traps to place him behind 
the bars, why will they steal money let- 
ters with apprehension practically in- 
evitable? Because human nature is the 
same in all callings, and the postal em- 
ployee is cast in no different mold than 
the rest of us; it is only his environment, 
Yes, they know instantly, instinctively, 
whether a letter contains money, as a 
bank teller can tell by the feeling of a 
bill before he looks at it that it is coun- 
terfeit. We know this, too, and that is 
the reason why we fish for them with the 
decoy letter, and land them, thus safe- 
guarding the public and the department 
from loss. 

“The decoy letter looks no different 
from any other letter; and it feels just 
the same to the dishonest hand of the 
postal thief as any -letter containing 
money. We usually place thrée to five 
marked $1 bills in thé*envelope. The in- 
stant the fingers of the’ dishonest man 
‘strip’ along the envelope he knows that 
it contains money, and he will steal it 
if he can. His eagerness and disinchina- 
tion to let any letter with monev go by 
him enables ug to catch him when we 
learn to a certainty the route upon which 
money letters are stolen. 

“Some employers are very foxy, and 
go on a long time before they are de- 
tected. They often try to place the guilt 
upon an innocent fellow carrier fin this 
way. [In making up their routes and 
getting their mail from the distributing 
tables they handle the mail belonging 
to other carriers. It is an easy thing to 
detect money letters in the other fel- 
low’s lot, and include them in their 
Own, to be purloined at leisure and 
suitable opportunity. 

“Suspicion naturally falls upon the in- 
notent carrier, and he is placed under 
secret surveillance. Decoy letters are 
mailed, and by other means it is en- 
deavored to fix the guilt upon him. If 
our usual methods fall, we, too, become 
suspicious that an innocent man is being 
‘worked.’ . We drop him and try to lo- 
cate the actual thief. and it is not long 
before we have him in jail. Somé times 
two dishonest employees wili_ work to- 
gether, but as 4 rule postal thieves are 
like the lope highwayman and prefer to 
go it alone: ' 

“You see, the dishonest employee. fool- 
ishly believes that he can beat the game, 
and as an arrest in a large office has 
only a temporary effect upon the other 
secret thieves therein, they are more 
cautious, and may perhaps lie low for 
a brief time, but not for long. It is a 
singular but true official] fact that once 
a man begins to steal money letters he 
seldom voluntarily. stops, and we have 
had men confess that they had been at 
this nefarious business for years, and 
would have remained at it as long as 
they were in the service. but for thefr ar- 
rest. It is an easy way to make money 
for the time being to the clerk or car- 
rier whose salary does not. meet his ex- 
penses. He ‘becomes emboldened by 
confidence in his cléverness to secrete 
the money letters, forgetful that with 
each report of theft the efforts of the 
inspectors afte redoubled to entrap him, 
and the cloger are drawr the meshes 
of the net owlyv but surely being en- 
twined around him. ‘Very often the 
guilty man is positively known to the 
inspectors for moagthe before they can 
catch him red-handed, the thief in the 
meantime believing himegelf undetected.”

As they marched perforce 
close together and played without refer- 
ence to the other hands, the ensemble

Many storiés are told of Palanca, but 
probably the most interesting is that of 
his experience with -’Butcher Weyler’’ 
when he was sent here as governor gen- 
eral, it had long been customary among 
rich Chinese merchants t> maky presents 
to the new governer general, to secure 
his good will—these taking the form of 
horses and carriages, handsome dinner 
sets of plate, gold or silver, and such. 

When Weyler came Palarca determined 
to give the present to the wife. According- 
ly he went to a leading jewelry house on 
the Escolta and there fpund two neck- 
laces of brilliants, each costing $20,000. 
Not being able to decide, he sent them 
both to Mrs. Weyler, with the message 
that she should make her choice. In a 
few days he received a warm letter of 
thanks, ending with the statement that 
they were so beautiful that she could 
make no choice, and hence she would 
keep them both, which she did. 


WEAPONS OF THE CHINESE. 


Preservation of the Arms Used 
Against Munchoorian Conquerors. 


New York Evening Post: The promi- 
nent part played by China in the world’s 
affairs during the past seven years has 
aroused the interest of collectors, who 
have brought to this country many speci- 
mens of wares and goods peculiar to that 
part of the Far East. None among these 
are Of greater historical value than the 
weapons which are in use In all provinces 
of the empire, even in the districts where 
the imperial armies are equipped with 
European firearms. One of the best coi- 
Tections tos shown in this city not long 
ago, and is now in the possession of the 
Commercial museum of Philadelphia. 
Single specimens of value are to be found 
in the Chinése club rooms in Chinatown, 
and in many of the bric-a-brac stores 
scattered about the city. 

A careful study of the weapons shows 
that most of them are naught but in- 
dustrial appliances suddenly employed 
for purposes of offense. One spear is a 
pitchfork, and another a trident similar 
to the eel spear employed by our own 
fshermen. Another ghastly weapon whe 
examined carefully proves to be a scythe 
blade fastened to the end of a strong 
pole. Then there are hatchets, ax heads, 
adzes and cleavers, wired or tied with 
thongs to stout staves. Even the spears 
end lances show an agricultural or do- 
mestic rather than a military origin. 

These weapons may be viewed as his- 
tor.cal souvenirs. which are preserved as 
testimonials of the bravery of the “Man- 
choo conquerors. The Tartars take great 
er in their conquest of the middie 

ingdom. Before they came from the 
north they were savages in compasrison 
with the civilized Chinese. They preserve 
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wall.

Each Manchoo officer em- 
ployed a lot of Chinese captives, and 
armed them with their own spears, tri- 
dents and axes, as the case might Pe. 
The practice hag been kept uy ever since. 
When a Mandarin goes.calling he has one 
or more guards in his retinue, who are 
permed with these simple ccntrivances. 
So far has the idea been pushed that in 
nearly all the temples there afe weapons 
which belong to the god of the temple, 
and these are usually of the same agri- 
cultural character as those employed by 
the guards of civil an. military officials.

New Orleans, September 26.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s stateinent of the world’s visible supply of 
cotton, made up. from special cable and tele- 
graphic advices, compares the figures of this 
week with last week, last year and the year 
before. : 

It shows a decrease for the week just ciosed 
of 234.734 bales, against a decrease of 103.- 
748 last year and an increase of 271,538 the 
ycar before. , 

The total visible is 1,716,667, against I,- 
531,933 last week, 1,472,256 last year and 
1,398,249 year before last. 

Of this the total of American cotton !s I,- 
310,667, against 1,070,933 last week, I,- 
011.256 last year and 988,249 year before 
last, and of a}! other kinds including Egypt, 
Brazil, India, etc., 456,000, against 461,000 
lasi week, 461,000 last year and 410,000 year 
hefore last.

The amount brought into sight for the weck 
ending this afternoon is stated at 371,619, 
tgainst 222,438 for the seven days ending this 
date last year, 30!,707 year befere last and 
325,587 the same time in {8@99. 

This brings the total of the crop moved into 
sight for the 26 days of the new season to

in 1899.

Spots wenkened after opening unchanged from 
yesterday and closed at 1-32d dealine on the 
day. Ovr market paid little attention to 
foreign markets. The opening here was 2 
points below last night's close and lost | point 
further. The aggressiveness of the bull clique 
became prominent soon after the opening, and 
despite the heavy receipts—5§2.000 at ports— 
the advance seemed inevitable and was well 
maintained. Scared shorts turned loose a big 
line and heavy buying both for domestic and 
foreign account were strengthening figures. As 
the market rests now it appears to be bereft 
of any special motive, inasmuch as there havé 
been few crop reports lately and other news 
‘tems that would have influence have been 
eliminated, therefore we are of the opinion that 
it is a treacherous market at present, moeng 
as the manipulators designate.
